This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 CFR L821(a)(l) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with therequiremmts of 37 CFR 
1.821 throu^ 1 . 825 for the r eason(s) set forth below. 

1) The appUcation does not contain, as a separate part of the disclosure on paper copy, a "Sequence Listing" as required by 37 
CFR 1 . 82 1 (c). An initial papa: copy of the "Sequence Listing" must be submitted, as well as an amendment directing its entiy into the 
specification.
